way retu rning to their homes in small 
towns along the railroad to spend Su n­ 
day. 
With the exception of the train 
crews they had b een at work repair­ 
ing the damage done to the roadb ed 
three days ago 
b y a minor freight 
wreck at Mou nt Hope station near this 
city. 
The train carried a large nu m 
b er of passengers, all the coaches b e­ 
ing filled. 
As many of tht» workmen 
as cou ld do so went into the b aggage 
car, the remainder of the gang of 
thirty-five finding places on the plat­ 
forms b etween the mail and b aggage 
cars and b etween the latter and the 
tender 
In the neighb orhood of Patap- 
sco station, ab ou t eight miles from 
Westminster, the Western Maryland 
has many cu rves, and that ju st west 
of the b ridge crossing the Patapsco 
river Is a sharp one 
An extra freighf

Cou nt I*amsdorff, the foreign 
minister, went to Peterhof and laid 
the m atter before the emperor, who 
on learning that insistence on The 
Hagu e might endanger the negotia­ 
tions, directed Cou nt Lamsdorff to In­ 
form Ambassador Meyer that Ru ssia 
wou ld accept Washington. 
Ambassa­ 
dor Meyer was forthwith notified and 
a cipher dispatch tfas prepared and 
Rent to the state department at W ash­ 
ington.

of Washington.

France- German Squabble Term inates 


Peaceably. 
Paris, June IS.—The Improvement 
In the Franco-German situation h*~s 
taken a more definite turn as the 
semi-official 
version 
of 
Saturday’s 
conference between Prem ier Rouvier 
and Prince Radolin, the German am 
bassador, has become known 
This 
version shows that the ambassador 
asked France to accept in principle 
the plan of an international confer 
ence. leaving the details to be adjust 
ed later. 
Premier Rcuvier answered 
that he desired at flrdt to be advised 
upon Germany’s object in securing the 
conference and the questions it would 
be called upon to consider. 
As the result of instructions from 
Berlin. Prince Von Radolin was able 
to respond to these inquiries and to 
give definite information 
regarding 
the German government’s ideas upon 
the scope and limitations of the con 
feronoe. 
More particularly was he 
able to relieve the conference plan 
from any appearance of being a men 
ace to France or of being a prelim 
inary step to override French pres 
tigc in Morocco. 
With fhese explanations pour par- 
lers will 'continue with a good pros 
pect of resulting in a definite agree­ 
ment. 
There is. however, a necessity 
for further exchanges between the 
governments with the view of fully 
defining the extent of the conference. 
Premier Rouviei also conferred at 
considerable length with Paul Oam- 
bon, French ambassador to Great Brit 
aln, following the latter’s conversa­ 
tions with Lord Lansdowne. the Brit­ 
ish foreign m inister 
These eonversa 
tions showed that the British declina 
tion to participate in the conference 
has been entirely free from the bellig 
erent tone ascribed to it. 
Moreover, 
Great Britain is resolved to adhere to 
Article 9 of the declaration of April 8. 
which says: 
“The two governments 
agree to lend each other diplomatic 
support 
for 
the 
execution 
of 
tin 
clauses of this declaration.” 
Great Britain intends to loyally in 
terp ret this article, and according to 
the indications furnished by her will 
assist France in settling Moroccan at 
fairs. 
Therefore, if the conference 
takes place Great Britain will partake 
therein with the proviso that the scop 
of the controversy must first be clear 
ly defined.

Way Has Been Found, It Is Said, to 
Settle Chicago Strike. 
Chicago, June 19.—It is freely pre­ 
dicted today by both the members of 
the Employers’ association and labor 
leaders 
that 
the 
team sters’ 
strike 
which has been in progress for over 
two months, will be a thing of the past 
before the end of the present week. 
Efforts are now being made in two 
different directions to bring about an 
adjustm ent of the difficulty. 
Accord­ 
ing to one of the officials of the Chi­ 
cago Federation of l^b or the s trik ' 
will be called off entirely by the strik­ 
ers themselves. As a step toward this 
end. it was decided Sunday at an ex­ 
ecutive meeting of the Chicago Fed­ 
eration of l^abor to begin missionary 
work at once with members of the 
team sters’ join council. 
The plan i« 
to work on these officials and bring a 
majority of them to favor calling off 
the strike. 
When this has been ac 
com pi i shed, 
these members 
of the 
joint council are to advocate such a 
course to the strikers, and when it is 
assured that a majority of the strikers 
have come to the same way of think­ 
ing a referendum vote of the strikers 
will be taken on the question. 
This 
official of the Federation of I^abor de­ 
clared that by this means only could 
the trouble be settled, as he declared 
the strikers 
would rather call off the 
strike than 
accept the term s of set­ 
tlement proposed by the employers’ 
association.
